State employment offices to open 24 hours a day

The linking economy and the riling 


unemployment rate will prompt Illinois 
State Employment Service offices to 
keep open their doors 24 hours a day 
statewide beginning next week, The Her- 
ald has learned. 


Cov. Daniel Walker will announce a 


statewide battle plan next Tuesday io 
c o m b a t unemployment titled "Hire 
Now." Press conferences are scheduled 
In Chicago, Waukcgan, Elgin, Aurora 
and Jolict. 


A spokesman in the governor's office 


said Tuesday there has been rising con- 


cern within the state administration over 
the accclrating unemployment rate in Il- 
linois and particularly in the Chicago 
araa. 


UNEMPLOYMENT IN Illinois has 


been lower than the national average, 
but that gap is beginning to close. Walk- 
er announced Nov. 6 that he would seek 
Increased unemployment benefits and 
Improved employment services through 
the Illinois General Assembly. 


Details on the "Hire Now" campaign 


were not immediately available, but it 
appears the thrust of the programs will 
be to expand services mainly in Chicago. 


William Hunt, state employment ser- 


vice public affairs director, said he did 
not think the operations of the employ- 
ment service's Des Plaines office, which 
serves the Northwest suburbs, would be 
affected. 


"There will be no 24-hour service in 


DCS Plaines," Hunt said. "I'm not really 
even sure why the suburbs are included 
in this thin gexcept that there are a lot of 
employers In the suburbs who live In Chi- 
cago, 


"THE UNEMPLOYMENT problems 


are mainly In the city — it's much less in 


the suburbs," Hunt continued. "In fact, if 
there are Jobs anywhere, it's in the sub- 


- urbs"-. 


Job orders from employers coming 


into the Des Plaines state employment 
office are down about 25 to 30 per cent, 
one official said. The office serves 19 
Chicago suburbs. 


Employment service officials in both 


Chicago and Springfield refused Tuesday 
to outline specifics of the "Hire Now" 
campaign or spell out precisely what ac- 
tion Walker will take to help case the 
worsening unemployment situation in the 
state. 


Gov. 
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Buffalo Grove officials have Indicated 
Interest in plans for a village consumer 
council and have asked Sherry Wcins- 
tcin, who proposed the council, to pro- 
vide them with more information. 


At Monday's president's .roundtablc, 


Mrs. Weinsteln told villagoobnrd mem- 
bers of her Interest In gfarUng o state 
consumer advocate codicil in Buffalo 
Grove and asked thcriltlagc to provide 
office facilities and equipment. 


The roundtablc sessions were started 


by Village Prcs. Gary Armstrong to pro- 
vido residents an opportunity to meet 
with village leaders In Informal dis- 
cussion of ideas and opinions concerning 
the village. 


Roundtablcs are held four times each 


year In place of village board meetings. 


AKMSTItONG said the village board 


members would consider the request at 
an upcoming mooting if Mrs. Wclnstcin 
can furnish them with Information on 
such matters as possible Insurance liabi- 
lities to the village. 


"I think there's a lot of merit to con- 


sidering it," Armstron s>aid Tuesday. 
"Our concern would be one of what if any 
exposures that agency would place upon 
the village from a legal standpoint." 


Mrs. Weinsteln said Tuesday the gov- 


ernor's consumer-advocate office has 
agreed to send an attorney to the village 
board to answer questions on such liabi- 
lities. She said she will appear before the 
board sometime in January. 


The council is different, from the Illi- 


nois Attorney General's consumer fraud 
office in tho village hall that handles 
fraud complaints, she said. 


Sho said the council, If established in 


Buffalo Grove, would channel complaints 
on questionable business practices to 
proper state agencies for investigation 
and would involve itself In consumer ad- 
vocacy programs.

Village employes to get pay raises next year: Larson 


Buffalo Grove should be able to accom- 


modate pay raises for its employes next 
year despite a tight financial picture If 
unforeseen expenses do not arise, said 
Village Mgr. Daniel Larson. 


Although Larson would not say how 


high a pay raise would be considered, he 
said pay scales will be adjusted accord- 
ing to tho availability of funds. 


A spokesman in the police department 


said, however, police are considering 


asking for a 15 to 20 per cent pay in- 
crease. 


Larson said the pay increase could go 


into effect by May 1, the beginning of the 
1975-76 fiscal year If the village is able to 
complete its budget for board approval 
by then. 


Larson announced last week the village 


staff will begin budget preparation a 
month earlier this year In hopes of get- 
ting it approved before the April elections. 
Ho said he has instructed department 
heads to furnish him with proposed sala- 


ry ranges for review next January. 


AS A FIIlST STEP In determining next 


year's pay scales, Larson said he is sur- 
veying wage rates of municipal workers 
In other towns. That would be a factor in 
arriving at new pay rates for Buffalo 
Grove employes, he said. 


"We want to consider the employes as 


much as possible," he said. "They're the 
basis for the operation of the village. 


Patrolman William Bennett, a police 


spokesman, said the 15 to 20 per cent pay 


hike for village police is under study and 
will be submitted for review by Police 
Chief Harry J. Walsh when completed. 


Last year police salaries were in- 


creased between 6 and 7.8 per cent. 


PUBLIC WORKS DIRECTOR Charles 


McCoy said he has conferred with Lar- 
son on raises for his 2} employes, but 
said he has not determined the size of 
pay increases to be in his budget. 


Larson said pay increases probably

Elk Grove Village planning sports stadium 


Arena could lure Cougars hockey team out of amphitheater and into suburb

Elk Grove Village officials are laying the groundwork for a. 


major sports stadium, possibly for the Chicago Cougars, on a 
36-acrc ilte at the northeast corner of Busso and Landmeier 
roads. 


The village completed negotiations Tuesday to buy the land 


for $1.7 million and Tuesday night hired the Chicago account- 
ing firm of Peat, Marwlck, Mitchell and Co. to analyze the 
marketing and economic potential of the property. 


Village Prcs. Charles Zettck acknowledged he has been in 


contact with officials of the Chicago Cougars about using the 
arena for the team's hockey gomes. 


IIAGGERTY SAID TUB club has not decided where to relo- 


cate, but added: "We are anxious to be In an involvement as 
soon as possible." 


Zcttek »ald the Elk Grove Village arena could be used by 


the Cougars, "however, that's only about SO days of use a 
year. I see an arena In this area as the home for concerts, 
circuses and community events. 


"However, I am not a marketing expert and that's why we 


plan to seek a professional study — to determine the best use 
of the property." 


Zettek said he sees a stadium-convention center complex as 


the most likely uses for the newly-acquired property. "The 
prime, but not the only use of the land would be as a multi- 
purpose arena and convention center to serve the whole 
Northwest suburban area," he said. Other possible uses In- 
clude a public works building and major water-storage reser- 
voir. 


"THEY WERE INTERESTED, of course, in the possibility 


of an Elk Grove Village facility," he said, "however, I cannot 
see how it could help them out of their present dilemma. It 
would take us over a year to build a sports arena and they 
need a place to play right now." 
, 


Michael Haggerty, a spokesman for the Cougars, described 


Elk Grove Village as "certainly a great site" and said it is 
among many the club has considered. 


The Cougars earlier expressed Interest In sites In Palatine, 


Mount Prospect and Schaumburg, eventually settling for 


property In Rosemont. The club's plans in Rosemont, how- 
ever, have since fallen through, and Cougar owners arc seek- 
ing $13 million in damages from the village and others in- 
volved in the agreement to build the'arena there. 


The village board Tuesday night instructed Village Atty. 


Edward Hofert to prepare ordinances to annex the property 
to the village. 


THE COST OF THE land is expected to come from budg- 


eted funds for land acquisition. The village's $13 million budg- 
et Includes a $4 million appropriation for land acquisition, 
which was responsible for an 83 per cent jump from the 
previous corporate fund total. 


Zettek said "nobody Is going to rush into anything. The land 


itself was a good investment just because of where it lies and 
even If It stays empty It will increase in value," he said. 


Zettek was authorized last spring to negotiate the purchase 


and said it took several months to complete. The property Is 
part of the Esther and Dorell Everding estate, and there are 
as many as 35 heirs who have claim to the estate.

for the 1969 robbery-slaying of an Arlington Heights service 
station manager. Helton, 21, was found guilty Nov. 6 of killing 
Fred J. Talllon, 04, In the course ot tfn $87 armed robbery of 
the Arlington Park Shell service station, Wilkc Road and Eu- 
clid Avenue, In tho predawn hours of Nov. 11, 1969. Circuit 
Court Judge Jacques F. Hcillngocttcr found Helton guilty af- 
ter a four-day bench trial. Hcillngocttcr said in his verdict 
that It was "immaterial who did tho actual stabbing" and 
that Helton had "clearly Indicated" his Involvement in the 
crime.

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Welfare scandal 
could be nation's 
biggest: probers 


SPRINGFIELD. III. (UPI) - 
In- 


vestigators probing a Chicago welfare- 
fraud cose have uncovered evidence of 
what they say could be the most massive 
public aid-bilking scheme in the nation's 
history. 


Joel Edelmon, executive director of 


the Illinos Legislative Advisory Com- 
mittee on Public Aid, told the committee 
it may take months to finish the In- 
vestigation of charges against Lynda, 
Taylor, 47, of Chicago. 


Mrs. Taylor was scheduled for arraign- 


ment today In Cook County Circuit Court 
on a 31-count fraud indictment involving 
her alleged receipt of illegal welfare 
b e n e f i t s , medical assistance, food 
stamps, Social Security and veterans' 
benefits. 


"When th'c entire story is told, I be- 


lieve this will prove to be the most mas- 
sive case of welfare fraud that has ever 
been perpetrated In the 50 states," Edcl- 
man sold. "It baffles the imagination." 


EDELMAN SAID evidence uncovered 


by the Chicago police and state and fed- 
eral Investigators indicates Mrs. Taylor 
masterminded a sophisticated, interstate 
scheme in which she used 80 different 
names, 30 addresses and 15 telephone 
numbers.

She is accused of receiving benefits on 


behalf of three deceased husbands and 27 
children — some of them supposedly 
born after Mrs. Taylor allegedly under- 
went a hysterectomy in Florida. 


SEN. DON A. MOORE, R-Midtothian, 


chairman of the committee, said new 
evidence Indicates Mrs. Taylor also may 
have posed as a physician in Chicago 
and Michigan in a plot to illegally obtain 
Medlcaid payments. 
, 


"We know for a fact she is not licensed 


to practice anywhere," Moore said. 


Moore said state welfare officials can- 


not estimate how much Mrs. Taylor may 
have received illegally throughout the 


~ scheme, part of which he said dates to 
1946. 


He said she has received at least 


$150,000 annually from the state in cash 
assistance alone. 


EDELMAN SAID state investigators 


will put together a report including rec- 
ommendations to the Illinois Department 
of Public Aid on how to avoid similar 
massive claims In the future. 


"We believe there are loopholes in the 


present system," Edclman said. "Had 
they not been there this would not have 
happened."

"Welfare queen" Lynda Taylor, so the 


accusation goes, turns from black to Lat- 
ino to white with the change of a wig. 


She Is said to hove used a maze of 


aliases, addresses, telephone numbers, 
deceased husbands and even children — 
presumably "born" after a hysterectomy 
- all to fight inflation in a big, illegal 
way. 


Former state Public Aid Director Joel 


Edclman said hers may prove to be "the 
most massive case of welfare fraud ever 
perpetrated in tho 50 states." 


BRIDGET IIUTCIIEN, the assistant 


Cook County state's attorney prosecuting 
her case, said most of tho investigators' 
stories about Mrs. Taylor are probably 
true. 


"But what makes me angry about all 


the stories is that most of them are not 
Indictable. We simply don't have the 
facts on all of those things," she said. 


State Sen. Donald Moore of Midlothian 


said Mrs. Taylor has bilked the state 
public aid system of at least $150,000 In 
the past 12 months "and probably as 
much in tho past three to four years." 
But Miss Hutchcn said only 19 counts of 
welfare fraud against her arc "sure." 


IMIIS. TAYLOR will be arraigned on 


those charges today before Cook County 
Circuit Court Judge Joseph A. Powers. 


There are the nlno counts of theft for 


receipt of welfare checks in 1974 under 
tho name of Connie Walker; the two 
counts of theft for checks received under 
the name of Linda Bennett, and seven 
counts of perjury on a denied application 
for welfare last April in the name of 
Sandra Brownlec. 


"And there's one count of bigamy," 


Miss Hutchen said. "We know she has at 
least two living husbands." 


Miss Hutchen said the indictments 


charged Mrs. Taylor with receiving 
$7,600 in welfare payments in 1974 and 
another $400 a month since August, 1969. 


MORE SAID the $150,000 figure he 


quoted docs not include food stamps, 
medical aid, or other welfare benefits 
she received during the period. 


She also is known to have posed as a 


physician in order to obtain Medlcaid 
payments, he said. 


"And we have no idea of how much she 


was able to get in Social Security, veter- 
ans benefits and whatever else." (UPI) 
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Ford asks $4.6 billion spending cut to slow inflation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President. 


Ford proposed a $4.6 billion cut in feder- 
al spending Tuesday to slow Inflation, 
but his budget director said tho reduc- 
tions would boost unemployment and 
have little immediate impact on rising 
prices. 


About 75 per cent of the cuts Ford pro- 


posed in a special message to Congress 
would come in socially-oriented pro- 
grams, although direct aid such as social 
security and welfare still would receive 
about 20 per cent more funds than last 
year. 


The President asked for a $1.7 billion 


reduction In tho health, education and 
welfare budget; a $1.1 billion cut in 


spending for veterans; and a hike in the 
price of food stamps to make them cost 
30 per cent of a recipient's Income — the 
maximum allowed by law — next March 
1. 


The defense budget would be reduced 


almost $400 million beyond what Con- 
gress has already cut, but still would be 
about 6 per cent above last year's level. 


In all, Ford asked Congress to take 135 


separate "difficult" actions. One was the 
enactment of the 5 per cent income tax 
surcharge first proposed by Ford on Oct. 
8. 


Budget Director Hoy M. Ash told re- 


porters the new spending levels would 


cause 400,000 to 500,000 workers — al- 
most all non-government employes — to 
lose their jobs. 


The spending cutbacks, he said, would 


have "only a fractional effect" on the- 
rate of inflation in the immediate future 
but there would be an Important long- 
term trend toward "holding down in- 
flation in future years." 


Ash said even if Congress does every- 


thing Ford requested.there will be a 
budget deficit of $9.2 billion — nearly 
triple last year's figure. If Congress re- 
fuses to go along with the President's 
proposals, Ash said, the deficit could 
soar to $17.6 billion.

Ear- 
lier, despite prodding by the government 
to break the deadlock in the 15-day-old 
strike by 120,000 miners, the council had 
rejected for the second tune the contract 
agreement reached Nov. 12 with the 
Bituminous Coal Operators Assn. 


• The Commerce Department reported 


the U.S. registered a surprising trade 
surplus of $29.4 million in October to in- 
dicate the economy has aassimilated and 


is now passing on higher oil prices to 
world markets. 


• The Federal Home Loan Bank Board 


says mortgage interest rates on new 
homes dropped to 9.17 per cent in Octo- 
ber—the first decline in 17 months. 


• More major banks have lowered 


their prime interest rates to between 10 
and 10V4 per cent, and the vice chairman 
of Chemical Bank of New York predicted 
the prime would continue declining to 
about 8& per cent by mid-1975. 


• Because of production cutbacks, 


General Electric has announced the id- 
ling of 6,800 workers at a major Ken- 
tucky appliance factory.

Coin-Ed land holdings 
hit by citizens group 


A citizens group said Tuesday Commonwealth Edison's 2.2 


million customers are being'over-charged $1.23 million an- 
nually because the company Is engaged In a land holdings 
"rip-off" In Its utility rate base. Philip Miller, an Investigator 
for the Citizens for a Better Government, said Edison owns 
almost 10,000 acres of land at six Illinois sites which are not 
being used for utility purposes, and which are not Included in 
the firm's future utility plans. 


An Edison spokesman said "It's customary for utilities to 


buy land long In advance of their actual need." He said it is 
economical because "once the word get* out that the utility, 
or any big company, is Interested In the property the prices 
tend to go up."

Doctors to report on Nixon Friday 


In Los Angeles yesterday, three court-appointed doctors 


said they had reached a unanimous conclusion on whether 
Richard Nixon Is physically fit to testify at the Watergate 
cover-up trial, but will keep their finding confidential until 
they report to U.S. District Court Judge John Sirica Friday. 


Meanwhile, at tho trial in Washington, Judge Sirica, frus- 


trated by unanswered questions, look over questioning of de- 
fendant John Mitchell as to why the burglars were paid thou- 
sands of dollars In cash. "The thing I can't understand in this 
matter is what reason there was for paying these people 
anything," Sirica said. Earlier, Mitchell testified he knew 
nothing about the payoffs. 


Ponder full probe of Rockefeller empire 


The House Judiciary Committee is considering a complete 


investigation of the Rockefeller family financial empire be- 
fore It rates on confirmation of Nelson Rockefeller as vice 
president, It was disclosed Tuesday. Acting under pressure 
from liberals on the panel, Chairman Peter Rodino said the 
committee will decide whether to call Rockefeller family 
members and their financial advisers to a closed session next • 
week.

North Korea destroy all Illegal underground tunnels It built or 
Is building In the Demilitarized Zone separating South Korea 
and thc'Communist North. U.S. Navy Rear Adm. Henry Mor- 
gan Jr., spokesman for tho UNC said his command had 
Indications North Korea was digging more such tunnels like 
the one that blow up recently near the truce border. 


Mexico severs relations with Chile 


Suddenly and without explanation, the Mexican government 


Tuesday night severed tho tcnous relations it has maintained 
with Chile since the overthrow of tho Salvador Allendc gov- 
ernment 14 months ago. "The Mexican government sent in- 
structions to the Mexican charge d'affaires to formally com- 
municate this decision to the Chilean Foreign Office and to 
return to Mexico with all embassy personnel.

Congress briefed 
on arms accord 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford told congressional leaders Tuesday 
that he agreed with Soviet leader Leonid 
I. Brezhnev to restrict the United States 
and Russia to "a rigid ceiling" of less 
than 2,500 strategic missiles and bomb- 
ers under a 10-year strategic arms ac- 
cord. 


White House Press Secretary Ron Ncs- 


sen, summarizing Ford's briefing, said 
the Vladivostok agreement would require 
Moscow to reduce its projected military 
buildup. 


The ceiling, Nesson said, was "slightly 


above the American planned program." 


"The new result: a rigid ceiling has 


been placed on delivery systems, and on 
MIRVs multiple nuclear warheads," the 
President told a gathering of congression- 
al leaders of both parties. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, one of the ad- 


ministration's harshest critics on dis- 
armament- matters, was not invited; to 
tho presidential briefing but was filled In 
separately by a senior member of the 


i National Security Council. 


In London, meanwhile, the author- 


itative Jane's All the World's Aircraft 
said Tuesday the Soviet Union has sig- 
nificant superiority over the United 
States in antiaircraft defenses but the 
United States has a big margin in man- 
ned Intercontinental bombers.

Veterans bill vetoed; transit OKd

Prssldent Ford Tuesday signed into 


law an $11.8 billion bill to bolster the na- 
tion's bus, railway and subway systems, 
and vetoed another measure for increas- 
es in veterans' benefits. 


The transit bill marks the first time 


thn federal government has subsidized 
urban mass transit Congressional lead- 


ers, governors and mayors of 15 big 
cities attended as Ford signed the com- 
promise legislation to give the American 
commuter better service and perhaps 
save him fare money. 


Most of the money, $7.8 billion, will go 


for construction and improvements on a 
case-by-case basis, with the federal gov- 
ernment meeting 80 per cent of the costs. 


Under another section of the bill, $4 


billion will be apportioned to cities ac- 
cording to population and population den- 
sity. 


The veterans bill was, reluctantly ve- 


toed because Ford said it would have 
added another "half-billion-dollar load to 
the already overburdened taxpayer." 
The measure would have provided 23 per 
cent increases in benefits.

Experts urge 
huge stockpile 
of oil in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Energy ex- 


ports at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology recommended Tuesday- that 
the United States build a huge stockpile 
of crude oil to guard against any more oil 
embargoes. 


The MIT Energy Laboratory Policy 


Group said a combination of stockpiling 
and other measures would be the best 
way to i educe embargo risks and at the 
same time hold the line on consumer 
prices. It said 'trying to holt all imports 
and achieve total independence in the 
1980s would cause prices to skyrocket. 


"The U.S. alone among major industri- 


al nations has no provision for stock- 
piling crude oil • beyond normal in- 
ventories," the groups said. 
• Discounting Inflation, the group's re- 
port said prices equivalent to $11 to $13 
per barrel would be necessary to in- 
crease U.S. fossil fuel production enough 
to satisfy domestic markets without im- 
ports in (he 1980s. 


"This means that... there would have 


to bo another round of price Increases 
for consumers roughly as great as that 
experienced in 1973-74," the report warn- 
ed.

North Western Ry. commuter fleet arc to 
be fitted with now mufflers for the aux- 
iliary engines by the end of the year.

tives. Tho sound-deadening system was 
developed to meet noise omission stan- 
dards for the auxiliary Cummins dIAel 
engines that supply heat and light to tho 
suburban coaches.

The Wheeling Park District will ask 


the village board to consider'requiring 
builders to make cash of land donations 
to school and park districts as a condi- 
tion for approval of residential devel- 
opments. . 


• 
The park board will base its request on 


a recent decision by a DuPage County 
Circuit Court judge that upheld a Napcr- 
vlllo ordinance requiring cash or land do- 
nations from builders annexing large de- 
velopments to the village. Tho ruling is 
expected to bo appealed. 


The suit challenging Nnporville's law 


was filed by the Home Builders Assn. of 
Greater Chicago and several builders 
with projects in that village. Tho builders 
say the ordinance creates double tax- 
ation in violation of the state and federal 
constitutions because taxpayers who pur- 
chase the homes pay for the donation 
through higher homo prices. 


"I think the village should look into 


adopting something like this for our com- 
munity," said Comr. Lorraine Lark. "The 
Naporvlllo ordinance has been given 
somo teeth by the court's decision and I 
think now Is the time to consider it." 


PARKS SUl'T. .David Phillips said 


Tuesday the park district has not pushed 
for such an ordinance or resolution In the 
past because the matter was pending In 
court. 
. 


"I've been in favor of a Napcrvillc ordi- 


nance for a long time," Phillips said. 
"However, there have been difficulties 
because it has been In litigation. Our 
board and' other park boards did not 
want to jump on tho bandwagon until the 
court determined whether the ordinance 
was constitutional."

School boards, lawyers 
threaten meetings law 


A new threat to the public's right 


to know has emerged in the past 
week — this time from school 
boards and the attorneys wild do 
their bidding. 


In an opinion by Leo Athas, legal 


counsel to Michael Bakalis. state 
school superintendent, new latitude 
is granted to school boards who 
wish to meet privately. 


Athas interprets the Illinois Open 


Meetings law to allow no public no- 
tice for closed door sessions of lo- 
cal school boards. That is to say 
that If the school board decides to 
meet behind closed doors to dis- 
cuss matters for which the Open 
Meetings Law allows private delib- 
eration, no notice of the meeting 
need be given. 


In our opinion, this smacks of an- 


other attempt to weaken the pur- 
pose of public notice of official 
meetings and allows supcrsccrct 
school boards to remain further in 
the shadows. 


What is it about (lie simple na- 


ture of school board meetings that 
causes these attorneys and board 


members to hide from view at ev- 
ery opportunity? 


It seems to us that the most open 


policy would be the most advan- 
tageous for any school board. Their 
deliberations are hardly ever mo- 
mentous, yet they seem so fearful 
of "misinterpretation" of their 
educational jargon that they use 
every device to avoid public scrut- 
iny. 


Obviously, not every school 


board is to blame, but there docs 
seem in school board actions com- 
mon threads of secrecy and abhor- 
rence of public inquiry. 


We think there are two reasons 


for this. First, many school boards 
arc creatures of their respective 
superintendents and it is rare for a 
school superintendent to have any 
regard for lesser souls who do not 
have doctorates in education. 


Second, school board attorneys 


have In some cases fallen victims 
to a misunderstanding as to the 
identity of their client. The attor- 
neys often render legal opinions 
which favor their bosses — the 
members of the school board (or 


The 
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the superintendent) instead of the 
taxpayers who fork up the money 
each year. Given a choice, the 
board attorney will most often pro- 
tect the school board from the av- 
erage citizen. 


These are harsh words but it is 


the only way to describe the rude- 
ness to the public shown in the edu- 
cation and legal professions.

Clark Mollenhoffs 
'Watcli on Washington' 


Sirica Watergate 'truth search' backed 


JOHN SIUICA 


by CLARK tt. MOLLENHOFF 


WASHINGTON - A search for the 


truth U. at least In theory, tho pur- 
pose of every United States court 
trlnl. and yet U.S. District Court 
Judge John J. Sirica is under heavy 
criticism for emphasizing the impor- 
tance of getting the truth in tho Wa- 
tergate cover-up trial. 


. Much of the criticism has centered 
on various misinterpretations of a 
comment Judge Sirica made to tho 
jury in connection with a ruling on 
testimony from former White House 
Counsel John W. Dean III, a key gov- 
ernment witness against four former 
high Nixon administration officials 
and a lawyer for the Nixon re-elec- 
tion committee. 


In explaining the ruling, Sirica 


said: 


"You sec. members of the jury, I 


allow a certain amount of latitude. I 
am not trying to try this case... on 
the strict rules of evidence... What 
we are trying to get (can be summed 
up) in one little word ... the truth — 
T.R.U-T-H. That is what we are try- 
ing to find out about the whole pic- 
ture." 


it was'taken out of context by de- 


fense lawyers, Nixon administration 
apologists and some who honestly be- 
lieved, without looking at the total 
record, that it represented a callous 
abandoning of "the strict rules of • 
evidence" in disregard of the rights 
of tho defendants. 


If there had been anything else in 


Judge Sirica's actions or words to 
support such a conclusion it would 
Indeed be deplorable, for regardless 
of their past attitudes and actions the 
five defendants are entitled to a fair 
trial. 


But the complete record shows that 


Judge Sirica on several occasions 
had explained to the jury that in a 
conspiracy case tho usual rules of 
evidence relative to procedures and 
admlssibillty of evidence do not ap- 
ply as they would In a simple trial 
for burglary or robbery. 


In conspiracy cases Involving a 


number of alleged co-conspirators, 
all of the procedures and rules of evi- 
dence are modified to grant a great- 
er degree of latitude on the part of 
the prosecutor in the development of 
the record of conspiracy, Sirica had 
explained. 


Periodically throughout the trlnl, 


Judge Sirica has explained that there 
are different standards on hearsay 
that permit the jury to hear all evi- 
dence that is. admissible as to any of 
tho five defendants, and he has often- 
cautioned the Jurors that at the con- 
clusion of the trial he will give them 
more complete detailed instructions 
as to the rules they should use In 
judging the guilt or innocence of 
each of the defendants. 


His comment that has been the 


subject of criticism was a con- 
densation of earlier cautions to'the 
jury, and was a summary of what 
his formal Instruction to the jury will 


bo relative to evidence hi a con- 
spiracy case. 


There was notlilng in his comment 


to Indicate that he was going to bring 
out tho whole story on the Watergate 
cover-up without regard for whether 
the evidence was admissible against 
former Attorney General John. N. 
Mitchell, former White House chief 
of staff H. R. (Bob) Haldeman, for-' 
mcr special.assistant John D. Elir- 
llchman, former Assistant Attorney 
General Robert Mardian and Ken- 
neth W. Parkinson, the former law- 
yer for the Nixon re-election com- 
mittee. 


In fact he has asserted time after 


time that he will use all of his power 
to give them "a fair trial," and all 
are represented by able and aggres- 
sive counsel whose job it is to raise 
every objection necessary to protect 
the rights of the five defendants. 


Since It Is a long and complicated 


trial, It is impossible for anyone to 
say at (Ids stage that it Is free of 
prejudicial error. But it is safe to say 
that Judge Sirica's comment on "try- 
ing to get ... 
the truth — 


T-R-U-T-H," Is unlikely to draw criti- 
cism from the U.S. Appeals Court for 
the District of Columbia. 
' 


That appeals court on Nov. 8 — at 


the height of the criticism of Sirica 
in the Watergate cover-up trial — up- 
held the conviction of G. Gordon Lid- 
dy In connection with the Watergate 
break-in. 


In commenting upon that original 


Watergate break-in trial, the appeals 
court had high praise for Sirica and 
declared: 


"Judge Sirica's palpable search for 


truth ... was not only permissible, it 
was in the highest tradition of his of- 
fice as a federal judge." 


It Is significant that a few mis- 


guided commentators commented 
critically on Judge Sirica's aggres- 
sive questioning of several witnesses 
out of the presence of the jury, when 
ho had indicated that he believed 
that perjury was taking place in his 
courtroom. 


Llddy had contended it was "prej- 


udicial error" for Judge Sirica to re- 
call witnesses and to take part in 
the questioning of those witnesses, 
but the appeals court in a unanimous 
decision declared: 


"The judge (Sirica) not only has a 


power of recall (of a witness he be- 
lieves is lying), but latitude to use it 
to remove or dilute the pollution of a 
trial of testimony he believes to be 
perjurious or highly questionable. He 
may supplement the examination by 
counsel in order to draw out more 
information from a witness and to

enhance the perspective for apprais- 
ing his testimony." 


It was emphasized by the appeals 


court: 


"The public Interest in safeguard- 


ing a record from taint is particular-

justice in the initial Watergate in- 
vestigation. 


There Is no reason to believe that 


the appeals court, or the U.S. Su- 
preme Court, would be less under- 
standing of the importance of an ag- 
gressive search for truth if the cur- 
rent record is appealed. 


No mortal man can conduct a per- 


fect trial, and the appeals court and 
the Supreme Court have quoted often 
from a Supreme Court decision in 
Lutwak versus United States in 1933 
that stated: 


"A defendant is entitled to a fair 


trial but not a perfect one." 


Judge Sirica also is entitled to a 


fair trial, and those who criticize him 
would do well to examine the record 
and not base their criticism on a su- 
perficial Impression or a defense 
lawyer's colorful objection.

New state school chief sets priorities 


by WANDALYN RICE 


New Illinois Schools Supt. Joseph Cro- 


nln says he may not be much different 
from his predecessor, Michael Bakalis. 


"I met with Mike (Bakalis) for about 


90 minutes today," Cronln told the Chi- 
cago press corps Tuesday. "I told him 
our views on many of the Issues — espe- 
cially where social values and education 
come together — ore very much the 
same." 


In a rapidflre press conference, Cronln 


answered more than two dozen questions 
on his philosophy of education and his 
record as education secretary for the 
State of Massachusetts. 


CROVIN. SPEAKING with a barely 


noticeable New England accent, said his 
three top priorities once he takes office 
Jon. 13 will be providing equal education- 
al opportunity, good fiscal management 
and "maintaining public confidence in 
education." 


Ho also said he has met Gov. Daniel 


Walker briefly and received the govcr- 
nor's pledge of "full cooperation and sup- 
port of his office." He said he will work 
on next year's budget with Bakalis' staff 
and the State Board of Education and 
plans to visit schools around the state 
during his first months In office. 


He said ho is enthusiastic about work- 


ing with the state board, which Is Itself 
just six months old. to help set policy 
and define the board's role. "It's a very 
exciting board with • lot of diverse view- 
points and people from all over the state. 
I'm going to make sure my views are 
clear so they can work with me to form 
their policy." 


Cronln also took a strong stand against 


teachers' strikes, saving "I think the dis- 
ruption and the effect on the lives of chil- 
dren Is quite negative." He said ho fa- 
vors Icglslatlbn which would regulate 
teacher-school board negotiations and 
provide ways to prevent strikes. 


Ho said he sees the current .surplus of 


teachers as an opportunity to Improve 
education. "We can now Insist that 
teachers love children and know their 
subject matter very well — In the 1050s 
and 60s wo sometimes had to com- 
promise on quality." 


THE NEW superintendent also said ho 


is not concerned that two of the three 
blacks on the state board did not vote for 
his hiring. "I would bo concerned If I 
didn't think I could overcome (their 
skepticism). My record In-Massachusetts 
Is very clear in my support for equal op- 
portunity and achieving racial balance."

Nicholas J. DcLconardis, vice presi- 


dent of I ho bond deportment, money 
market division of the First National 
Bank of Chicago, told a conference Mon- 
day the prime Interest rate could drop to 
' 8 prr cent by mid-1075. 


"Within the current economic frame- 


work," he told the bank's 28th annual 
conference of bank correspondents, "I 
would like to begin by suggesting a 00- 
day treasury bill rate of between 6 per 
cent to 6U In mid-1075. Continuing In this 
same vein, federal funds may trade be- 
low 8 per cent, 90-day commercial paper 
could easily touch 7.3 to 8 per cent, and a 
prime interest rate of at least 8 per cent 
is certainly within the realm of possi- 
bility by mid-1975." 


The First National Bank of Chicago 


has a current prime rate of 10,25 per 
rent. 


JAMES J. DAILEY. senior vice presi- 


dent of First National, told the confer- 
ence most forecasters see on upturn in 
housing In 1975. but warned that a major- 
ity of Americans can no longer afford to 
build their dream house. 


Dally tald that at 1074 prices, only 37.7 


per cent of American families could af- 
ford the median-priced new home. 


But he said an upturn In housing sales 


was expected despite price resistance.

appeal tax-collection ban 


The Township Olflciab of Cook County 


will appeal a Judge's decision that makes 
It Impossible for suburban residents to 
pay their tax bills In person at local ' 
township offices. 


The organization's board of.directors 


voted Monday night to appeal Circuit 
Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien's July 
ruling that continued a 1069 injunction 
barring township collectors from collec- 
ting real estate and personal property 
taxes. 


MARSHALL Thcroux, Wheeling Town* 


ship asjcssor and newly elected vice 
president of the township officials' organ* 
Izatlon, sold a majority of tin 33 town- 
ships voted to support the appeal. 


Wheeling, Palatine, Maine, Elk Grove 


and Schaumburg townships all endorsed 
fighting O'Brien's ruling before the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court, first district, he 
said. 


To save legal cents, all townships will 


bo represented on appeal by Richard 
Cowcn, Thcroux said. Cowen represented 
Wheeling, Harrington, New Trier, Elk 
Grove and Palatine townships before 
O'Brien. 


Cowen may ask other attorneys to act 


as co-couiuci on the appeal, Thcroux 
said, but there will not be seven separate 
lawyers representing township govern- 
ments and individual township officials 
as there was before O'Brien. 


THE APPEAL eventually may take 


the fight for township collectors to keep 
their Jobs to the Illinois Supreme Court 
for a fifth time. All the other appeals 
have-been on different points in the law- 
suit which bejon when the circuit court 
In 1970 invalidated the 2 per cent collec- 
tion fee the township collectors received 
for accepting payments from local resi- 
dents and mailing out the tax bills. 


That ruling stripped townships of their 


major source of revenue and It Is only 
with the payment of fedcal revenue shar- 
ing to local townships that the govern- 
ments have been able to expand services 
again. 


O'Brien's July decision was based on a 


finding that "collection by townships 
would be unnecessary duplication of a 
function now performed by the county 
collector with unnecessary extra ex- 
penses to the townships." 


The judge sold the county treasurer's 


computerized 
tax 
collection system 


"costs less than when both the township 
collector and the county collector (treas- 
urer) were both collecting the taxes, and 
the tax money is distributed to the taxing 
bodies much more quickly after '..Its 
receipt."

Watching chest pains 


I am • white male, ago M. weight 190. and am a feet 2 


Inches, have been active In sports all my We particularly the 
contact sports. My present occupation Ii football and lacroue 
coach. I can honestly lay that I am In pretty good health, 
particularly In reference to diet. I will lay, howerer, I am not 
very careful In reference to rain, cold and mow, having spent 
•owe bad dayi playing, officiating and coaching. I seldom 
wear a hat. 
For the past three or four weeks 1 have been pestered with 


• Bagging burning sensation, at times right In the middle of 
my chest. This sensation seems to originate Just below the 
breastbone and work right up to my throat where It seems to 
linger a few seconds and then passes away. This sensation at 
times will cause my upper chest to become sort of tight and 
sore, sometimes It will go straight through to the back. This 
sensation will come on at any time, while cutting the lawn, 
reading or watching TV. I do not smoke cigarettes. I do, 
however, smoke three or four pipes each night I never smoke 
during the day. I drink an occasional highball before dinner. 


I have a yearly physical each September. It Includes an X 


ray, ECO (heart tracing) and other tests. So far all have been 
normal. At times I become terribly depressed and don't seem 
to pay attention to what some people say, particularly my 
wife. Would you say old age Is finally catching up with me? I 
would appreciate your comments. 


There is no way to bo certain what you have from your 


hlttory alone. BUT, you and anyone who has chest pain 
should seek medical attention at once. I don't mean in a day 
or two or a week or two, but right when it happens. Call the 
doctor when you nave the pain. If you can't find the doctor go 
to the nearest hospital emergency room. Get someone to 
drive you, If possible. 
I don't mean to be on alarmist, but unexplained chest pain 


can bo the first sign of a heart attack. These are so common 
In our society that you have to regard it this way. Also, the 
best chance you have of surviving a heart attack is by getting 
early attention. That means you can't sit around homo won. 
dering if it Is indigestion or a heart attack. Call your doctor 
or get to the hospital. 


YOU COULD be having Indigestion and csophagcal spasm, 


but your history Is compatible with heart pain. You con have 
heart pain any time. You do not have to be exerting yourself. 
A good many people have heart attacks In bed or while riding 
in a car or while being Inactive. 


The electrocardiogram (EGG) con be perfectly normal until 


the attack occurs. It shows changes in the heart muscle that 
occur after the artery Is suddenly blocked off. 


Keeping your weight down, avoiding clgaret smoking, and 


eating the right foods all help in preventing heart attacks, or 
at least delaying them. But people still get heart trouble, 
oven when living a fairly healthy life by most standards. If 
everyone who develops symptoms which you describe would 
seek medical attention at once a lot could be done to cut down 
the per cent of deaths caused by heart attacks. Go see your 
doctor.

Most women 6can tolerate9 abortion

"Most women are very well able to tol- 


erate on abortion provided they have 
adequate time to think about It before 
the procedure Is done," said Dr. Cornelia 
Freedman, clinical Instructor of psy- 
chiatry at Harvard University, dis- 
cussing her work at the Boston Hospital 
for Women. "The manner in which a 
woman decides on an abortion is very 
important to her emotional well-being. 


"We've found it enormously useful for 


such a woman to be able to talk with a 
trained counselor about her feelings 
about an abortion and her life situation," 
Dr. Freedman said, "so that she can 
carefully think through all the particular 
aspects of her life situation. We can pick 
up on things that tell us whether or not a 
woman is likely to have difficulty. If the 
likelihood is great, we ask her to think 
longer about it" 


"The women who have abortions range 


in age from 13 to in their 40s," said 
Rhoda Greenspan, a master social work-

sets hand clinic 


A hand clinic will be conducted at Lu- 


theran General Hospital, Park Ridge, 
starting in December. Its goal is to im- 
prove hand and arm function impaired 
by paralysis, injury, theumatoid arth- 
ritis, congenital defects, burns or other 
conditions. 


Each individual Is evaluated by the 


hand clinic team to determine his specif- 
ic problems. Muscle strength, range of 
motion and coordination are examined as 
well as the patient's motivation for help. 


A course of treatment then is recom- 


mended. This may Include splinting to 
protect an Injured hand and provide for 
proper healing or to promote further 
function and strength. Surgery, occupa- 
tional and/or physical therapy may also 
bo recommended. Follow up care is giv- 
en as needed In succeeding clinics. 


The clinic team includes an orthopedic 


surgeon; a physlatrist, a physician who 
specializes in rehabilitation medicine; 
occupational and physical thearaplsts; 
an orthotlst, certified brace maker, and 
a coordinator who assists In obtaining fi- 
nancial help if needed. 


The hand clinic is open to inpatlents 


and outpatients and Is held on the third 
Tuesday of each month. There Is a mod- 
erate fee for .the clinic, and additional 
charges will depend on the specific 
course of treatment Further Information 
may bo obtained by calling the occupa- 
tional therapy department at Lutheran 
General, 696-5599.

er with Boston Hospital for Women. 
"They're married or single or divorced. 
It's about 50-50. This doesn't seem to de- 
termine their reactions to an abortion." 


"THESE WOMEN want abortions be- 


cause they're Just not In a position to 
have a baby," Dr. Freedman- said. 
"They're either not married, or they al- 
ready have their family, or they don't 
have adequate finances. If another baby 
is an absolute impossibility, they decide 
easily and don't have any difficulty with 
an abortion. Women who do have diffi- 
culty can only be characterized by the 
fact that they sort of want a baby." 


"Yes, the conflict between wanting a 


baby and not being able to have It for 
one reason or another does create diffi- 
culties after abortion," Miss Greenspan 
said. "Also, depending on the kind of 
problems that a woman presents during 
a prenbortlon Interview, if it seems like, 
there's a conflict and that she has a fair- 
ly stable marriage, we may ask the hus- 
band to come In too, but basically it's- 
been approached as a woman's deci- 
sion." 


"I sec the man whenever I can," Dr. 


Freedman said. "I feel strongly that this 
should be a decision inside the couple. I 
feel ta should understand what's going 
on and take as active a part as possible 
in the decision. 


"After the abortion, It's fairly normal 


to feel some sadness, just like the post- 
pregnancy blues," Dr. Freedman added. 
"We feel it's helpful for these .women to 
get In a group to talk about their experi- 
ence, to get support and bo supportive, to 
know that they're not abnormal." 


"WE FORM groups when the women 


come back for a two-week checkup after 
the abortion," Miss Greenspan said. "We 
discuss methods of birth control. They 
talk about how they felt after the abor- 
tion. The majority of the women say they 
felt relieved. Many say they were much 
more anxious before they made the deci- 
sion. Some, however, feel depressed, 
might still wish for the baby, are still 
having trouble working through their de- 
cision. This Is usually because the deci- 
sion had to be made quickly and they 
didn't have enough time to think It 
through. The things they think about af- 
ter the abortion are what sex the fetus 
was, the due date ... They think about it 
when they see babies or when there's 
talk on television about abortion." 


"I've had the opportunity," Dr. Freed- 


man sold, "to have had several women 


in psychotherapy who had abortions, and 
have been able to find bow they feel 
about it several months later For the 
most part, the woman who wanted to do 
this forgets about the experience. At 
times of stress or when she is thinking 
about her sexuality, she will have 
thoughts about the abortion and maybe 
even some sad feelings, but It doesn't 
seem to be a psychological problem. It's 
just another part of her life experience. 
It's usually true that women who have 
severe difficulty after abortion often had 
severe preceding difficulties.*' 


"Women who are able to take responsi- 


bility for themselves and their decisions 
do the best after abortion," Miss Green- 
span said. "How they cope with the deci- 
sion to have an abortion and following 
through with that decision is pretty con- 
sistent with how they cope with their 
lives in general."

NEW YORK — Although It's been only 


two years since the massacre of the Is- 
raeli athletes at the 1972 Olympics, the 
organizers of the 1976 games are fearful 
the blood-drenched flag of terrorism may 
wave again. 


"If someone wants to shoot a guy who 


crossed the finish line first, he will, said 
Geoffrey Mason, director of ABC's cov- 
erage of the 76 'games at Montreal and 
Innsbruck, Austria. "And that'can hap- 
pen no matter how much security you 
have on the field. 


"But after the Munich shootings, the 


International Olympic Committee began 
to rethink its security problems and has 
sought the advice of the key security or- 
ganizations around the world — the FBI, 
Interpol, etc. The committee Is now try- 
ing to find the most logical way to pro- 
vide security without injuring the beauty 
of the games." 


MASON, 34, said one of the means de-. 


vised to Increase security is to build 
moats around the stadiums and under- 
ground passages for the athletes. He also 
said there would be added* detachments 
of plainclothes police. Other precautions 
will not be disclosed. 
'. "But above all, they don't want the 
games to look like an armed camp," he 
said, 
v 


Despite the passage of time, the mem- 


ory of the '72 games is stamped on Ma- 
son's mind. He and his ABC cameras 
were billeted near the Israelis when the 
band of Arab terrorists struck. Those 
athletes who weren't killed or who didn't 
escape the attack were taken hostage by 
the terrorists. They in turn were trapped 
by German security forces. 


The world then tuned in on the ensuing 


theater of threats and demands by the 
commandos. Much of it was televised un- 
til the commandos tried to make a bi- 
zarre getaway and in the process killed 
all their hostages. 


"I wasn't struck by any lack of secur-

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Ideal conditions in the Hawkeye state 
loiva 'paradise9 produces mixed bag 


by STEVE FORSYTH 


It was paradise. 


Where else but southwest Iowa could a 


trio of hunters churn up as many quail 
u pheasants, with nearly every field 
productive, and for a break, hunt among 
50,000 geese and thousands of ducks at 
the Riverton Wildlife Refuge? 


This paradise produced a mixed bag of 


goose, duck, pheasant and quail in a 
week of shooting. 


Hunting on nearly 800 acres of farm- 


land owned by relatives, with more 
available for the asking, the' opening 
days of the season quickly produced a 
dozen pheasant, most of them first-year 
birds inexperienced In the ways of the 
hunler. A two-year layoff from hunting, 
however, saved many of them for a bet- 
ter fate. 


Almoit every fence-row and crcekbcd 


wai IKIme for quail, and our German 
ihorthalr pointer found moil of them. 
There were more surprises In the picked 
cornfields, which turned up covey after 
covey of the small bobwhlte quail. 


Poor fall weather forced delays In 


cornplcking, and radio reports tallied the 
standing crop at 40 per cent, providing 
excellent cover for pheasant. 


The smaller cornfields that could be 


driven by our small group of hunters 
proved the birds were In there. It took a 
driving sleet and snow, with high winds, 
to push the roosters predictably Into the 
grassy cover of swales and ditches. 


Coming out of the thick cover, the 


brilliantly colored cocks made easy tar- 
gets as they struggled for speed and all!, 
tude. 


Kour days of pheasant and quail was 


enough to coax us to try our luck at the 
refuge, which I* surrounded by only !0 
permanent blind*. Jump shooting Is 
allowed, but l» not usually 
profitable 


without a boat because the perimeter of 
the refuge Is adequate to keep the birds 
out of range. 
' 


Fearing a "bluebird" day because the 


geese would fly so high, there was relief 
when clouds rolled over our blinds as the 


sun rose. We were fortunate to have a 
blind because reservations are accepted 
as early as August 


We anxiously waited the 6 a.m. draw- 


ing, but" third on the waiting list was 
good enough. We paid the *3 blind fee 


Duck and goose shooting 
require advanced notice 


Duck and goose-hunting at the 


Riverton Wildlife Area near Riv- 
erton, Iowa -(about 500 miles, 
from the Herald area) is popular 
and requires some advance pro- 
pcratlon to assure a good hunt. 


Reservations • for the 20 per- 


manent blind locations are ac- 
cepted 'as soon as the migratory 
waterfowl season Is announced, 
and they must be mailed to the 
State Conservation Commission, 
Riverton Wildlife Area, Riverton, 
Iowa, 51650. Each reservation" 
request must be accompanied by 
$3 for each day, and the list is 
filled on a first-come, first-served 
basis. 


General Information is avail- 


able by phoning 712-374-2510, but 
no blind reservations are accept- 
ed by phone. 


Individuals who have reserva- 


tions must bo at the Riverton 
headquarters one hour before le- 
gal shooting time on the day of 
the reservation or it will be 
voided and given to someone on 
the waiting list. The- fee will not 


be refunded. Hunting licenses 
hove to be turned in for blind 
permits after the blind drawing, 
and decoys can be rented for $1 a 
dozen. 


General hunting regulations 


are similar, to most refuge areas. 
There is a limit of 25 shells per 
day per person, with shot no 
larger than BB. Game must be 
checked in with the reservation 
headquarters before leaving the 
area. 


Other advance preparations in- 


clude an Iowa non-resident hunt- 
ing license, which is $25, and an 
Iowa duck stamp, which Is an ad- 
ditional dollar. Licenses can be 
purchased in the area or obtain- 
ed by'mail from the Iowa Dept. 
of Conservation in Des Moines. 


Most of the blinds do not re- 


quire waders, but blinds 1-3 -are 
across water that necessitates 
this handy duck hunting apparel. 
Waders arc of occasional value 
at other blinds, particularly in 
retrieving downed birds. 


and $1 per man and drove within a few 
hundred yards of our blind site. 


With the wind at our backs we had one 


of the better locations, despite the long 
distance from the water. A mudddy corn- 
Held surrounded us but we set out a few 
dozen decoys (geese and ducks) in the 
shallow water to make the site a little 
more attractive. 


For two "hours the geese honked and 


squaked as the" passed high overhead, 
bound for the fields of the corn state. 
They staged in flights of several thou- 
sand before forming their ragged Vs and 
the constant noise began to sound like a 
football stadium, with occasional up- 
roars. . 


Before all the geese had gone, the first 


flights were returning, coasting on the 
high wind, setting their wings and gliding 
down to another resting place in the 
marshy refuge. 


Ducks mixed with the geese and also 


flew in their own small squadrons, but 
few were low enough over the blinds to 
tempt the hunters. Shooting improved 
when the birds began to stall as they 
headed into the wind, providing almost 
motionless targets. 


Our success was meager with the high 


altitude targets. One hen mallard, one 
snow goose and a wounded blue goose 
that was claimed by another blind were 
all we had when the shells ran out after 
noon. The conservation department's tal- 
ly board proved that geese were easier 
targets, with 895 token by mid-Novem- 
ber. Only a third as many ducks were in. 


The plentiful targets at the refuge and 


In the cornfields made the 10-hour trip 
worthwhile. The field population of phea- 
sant and quail apparently did not suffer 
from the rainy spring that may have tak- 
en as much as 50 per cent of the bird 
crop In Illinois. 


There will be many hours of reminisc- 


ing this winter, and a few good meals 
from the freezer full of birds.

Generally unfavorable weather condi- 


tions hampered the opening two days of 
the Wisconsin deer gun season Saturday 
and Sunday. Rain dampened the central 
and southern portions of the state while a 
layer of snow blanketed the northern 
zones. 


Despite the uncooperative climatic con- 


ditions, the Wisconsin Department of 
Conservation reports that hunting pres- 
sure during the weekend opener was 
comparable to 1973 statistics. 


In the southern area, muddy fields and 


roads discouraged many hunters from in- 
vading the choice hunting grounds. Those 
who did show up were rudely greeted by 
a mid-morning rain. 


Although condition* Improved slightly 


on Sunday, the overall hunting pressure 
was down approximately 20 per 
cent 


from last year.

Exceptions were In Columbia County 


which showed an increase of 10 per cent 
and In Richmond County where a 25 per 
cent boost was noted.' 


Rain was reported both Saturday and 


Sunday in the southeastern district creat- 
ing unusually light hunting success. 
' 


In the west central area, the overall 


hunting pressure was equal to last year 


with the exception of the Mississippi Riv- 
er counties where ,the Introduction of a 
buck-only season reduced hunting suc- 
cess by SO per cent. The overall outlook 
is for a harvest that could drop as low as 
two-thirds below last year's bag. 


The northeast area was characterized 


by overcast conditions and pour visibil- 
ity. The carpet of snow on the ground 
Increased hunting pressure slightly, but 
the poor road conditions again kept 
many hunters from the prime hunting, 
territory. 


The northcentral locale produced near- 


ly equal results as 1973 although weather 
improved on Sunday.

The deep-throated howl of the coon dog 


sliced the night, reaching the hunters In 
the blackness like a fog horn reaches 
ships. 


"It's the Walker," Jake Peters said, 


unleashing a stream of tobbaco juice. 
"He's on a tree." 


A few moments later, the eager voice 


of a young hound Joined the steady voice 
of the older dog. 


"The pup's there, too," Darrell Fowler 


said, taking off on the heels of Peters. 


Sharp thorns tore at exposed flesh, tall- 


en logs became stumbling blocks, and 
saplings sprung back with stinging slaps, 
but the hunters pushed Into the darkness 
closer to the baying of the hounds. 


The dogs had waited a year for the 


chance to practice what had been bred 
into them, and the hot scent of the treed 
raccoon drove them to a point of mad- 
ness. 


The Walker lunged at the tree In great 


leaps, sinking his front claws into the

rough bark five-feet above the ground, 
dangling there for seconds as his howls 
echoed through the woods. Again and 
again he fell, only to continue his assault 
at the raccoon perched 20 feet higher. 


The flashlights of the hunters located 


the animal in the crotch of the tree. It's 
eyes gave it away, gleaming for a mo- 
ment as the light beam hit them. 


Peters chambered a shell In his .22 


carbine, took aim and squeezed the trig- 
ger. 


If there was any life in the raccoon 


when it dropped to the ground, the dogs 
ended it before the hunters could pull 
them apart. 


As soon as the hounds were satisfied 


their work was completed, they dis- 
appeared again. Before the night was 
over for the hunters, the incident was 
repeated more than a dozen times. 


Occasionally the raccoons came out 


ahead, holing up in a den tree or escap- 
ing into a drainage pipe.

Skybusters spoil shooting 
for veteran goose hunters

The sky Is the limit. 
For some Illinois waterfowl hunters, 


the only thing In the bag at the end of the 
day is a cloud or two. And they can't 
seem to understand why. 


They're getting shot* . . . plenty of 


mem, but the ducks and geese just aren't 
falling, although the heavens must be 
getting a little more porous. 


The pracllco — commonly called "sky- 


busting" — has flourished again this 
year in the Land of Lincoln. At fault, 
perhaps, are tho young or inexperienced 
shooters uho arc In the blinds for their 
first season. 


Anxiety It (he chief came of skj- 


ntnllng. Kiicnllnlly, the liunler becomes 
owl-eyed when he ices n formation of 
gene nr tlucki anil begin* emptying his 
Run ai If It were an Intercontinental bal- 
listic mlsillc. 


Tho targets may still be In excess of 


100 yards away when the throbbing trig- 
ger finRcr begins squeezing. But the only 
purpose served by the premature report 
is to warn the waterfowl to keep n safe 
•iistancc of 60 or more yards away. 


"It's just a case of bad judgment on 


•ho hunter's part." Marc Tuttlc of tho 
Illnols Department of Conservation ob- 
•crved. "We've had a lot of reports of 
•his (skybusting) occurring and It's 
nmcthlng we're going to have to live 
Mth." 


The most legitimate complaint is filed 


>y hunters in adjacent blinds who can 
<nly watch helplessly as the sky busters 
•pook the flock before a good per- 
•cntagc shot Is fired. 


"The nnvlce Mill nee his first gome," 


'tittle jal.l while trying to create the ill- 
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unlloti. "And It will look like a 747 to 
him. 


"As soon as he sees the wings drop 


down, it'll look to him like they're flying 
right down the barrel when they're still 
way out of range. Pretty soon the ducks 
and gccsc recognize a safe perimeter 
around the shooting area. 


"Tho Ideal range for duck and goose 


shooting Is about 40-50 yards. Some guys 
can still drop them at 60, but the kill 
percentage at that distance drops consid- 
erably." 


What's tho solution to skybusting? 


How do you protect the rights of shooters 
in tho next pit? 


Some italcs have adopted a maximum 


shell system that limits the number of 
cartridges that may be used In n blind. 
Iowa, for example, allows each hunter 
to enter the area with 25 shells. When he 
has either reached his bag limit or fired 
his 2S shots, he's through for the day. 


"We have two state permit areas that 


aro under such jurisdiction," Tuttlc said. 
"The Horseshoe and 
Union 
County 


conservation areas have a 10-shell limit. 
It appears to help some, but still hasn't 
solved the problem completely. 


"Some cxDcrlcnccd hunters arc push- 


ing for a sU shell maximum and others 


arc requesting to reduce it even further. 
The thing is, it would be hard to enforce. 
There would bo no way you could make 
it voluntary. It just wouldn't be fair. It 
would have to be a mandatory rule." 


Another factor that has encouraged 


skybusting is tho magnum load which 
carries a popular theory that It is more 
effective at greater range. 


"Tho mag Is misleading to an extent," 


Tiittle admitted. "The magnum may 
have a little greater range than the stan- 
dard shell,-but as a friend .of mine once 
said, 'It doesn't kill them farther, it just 
kills them deader.'" 


The old rule of thumb that cautioned 


"Don't shoot until you sec the whites of 
their eyes" applies to goose shooting, 
too. 


"Tho most experienced goose hunter 


won't fire until ho sees their black eyes 
shining," Tuttle said. "When you can see 
those eyes, you know they're in range." 


With more and more hunters taking to 


tho fields and blinds each year, the un- 
fortunate, practice of skybusting is cer- 
tain to continue. 


But just as there are rules of etiquette 


for bowling and tea parties, so are there 
common sense considerations for fellow 
hunters. 


And In this case, the sky isn't the limit.

Conn hunting I* unique because success 


generally Is bated upon the performance 
of the dogs. A bo*r older coon can lead • 
dog tor miles, and never be treed. 


If It comes to making a stand, experi- 


enced coons may lead a dog to a river or 
creek and fight it out in the water. In 
such coses, the coon may force a dog's 
head underwater and drown him. 


However, such Incidents are exceptions 


rather than the rule, and usually the rac- 
coon will seek a tree where he feels he is 
safe from the hounds. 


"A lot of coon hunters make .the mis- 


take of not having faith in their dogs," 
Peters said. "You've got to believe in 
your dog when he taps a tree If you want 
to get coons." 


For Peters, of Clifton, ill., hunting rac- 


coons Is more than Just a iport. The 
price of raccoon pells was at a premium 
last year, and were expected to be the 
same this year. 


"We read that the fur demand is sup- 


posed to be as good this year," Peters 
said. "But that's not what the fur buyers 
are saying. They say the warehouses in 
New York still have stockpiles, and that 
a big sale of furs to Japan fell through." 


However, Peters said he will wait'out 


the market with the furs he gets from 
hunting and trapping this year. 


"If the fur prices drop, I can do just as 


good as I always do," be said. "When 
prices are high, everybody toys to pick 
up extra money trapping and hunting. 
But when the prices are low, they don't 
feel it's worth it. 


"I end up about the same because I get 


more areas to hunt and trap, and make 
up the difference with more furs, al- 
though it means I have to work a little 
harder."

Suburban drug case backlog growing 
Maywood crime lab to help courts 


by STIRLING MORITA 


A new crime laboratory In Maywood 


may be the answer to speeding up drug 
cose* lingering In suburban branches of 
Circuit Court 


The Illinois Bureau of Identification 


crime laboratory In Jollet will set up a 
lab satellite, perhaps as soon as Febru- 
ary, In the basement of the soon-to-be- 
completcd Sheriffs Police building at 
1311 First Avo. 


Judge Anton A. Smlglcl, head of the 


Circuit Court's 3rd District, said delays 
In receiving laboratory analyses In drug 
catcs make It virtually Impossible to 
grant a preliminary hearing within 30 
days to a defendant charged with a fel- 
ony. 


The 30-day preliminary hearing guide- 


line was announced recently by Chief 
Judge John S. Boyle. 


"Previously, we were able to receive 


lab reports In two or three weeks. Now, 
It's two months or better." said Smlgiel, 
who presides over Iho Miles branch of 
Circuit Court. 


IN THE SCIIAUMDUItG branch of Cir- 


cuit Court, possession of marijuana 
charges against several youths were dis- 
missed because the cases were continued 
four times and the lab analysis had not 
returned. 


In another Schaumburg case, a Wis- 


consin man was held In County Jail be- 
cause he could not raise bond for 
charges that he possessed large quan- 
tities of controlled substances ranging 
from LSD to morphine. He spent 30 days 


In jail before the bond was lowered to an 
amount he could post. About 1ft months 
niter hlc arrest, lab reports showed no 
signs of drugs could be found In sub- 
stances seized in his arrest. 


But the fault is not with the crime lab- 


oratories. They are heavily overloaded. 
Suburban police departments have been 


unable to use the Chicago Crime Lab 
since last year, said Schaumburg Police 
Chief Martin Conroy, who said he be- 
lieved the reason was Chicago had a 
large enough backlog by Itself. 


THE OTHER major laboratory is in 


Highland Pork, but communities must 
pay for analyses. 


A spokesman for the sheriff's depart- 


ment said, "It's nothing really new. It's 
been a long-standing complaint of subur- 
ban police officers — that is takes so 
long to get a lab analysis back.1' 


Smlgiel said there is apparently a 


heavy load of drug casos because of the 
number of specialized drug enforcement 
groups that have been established, 
groups such as the Metropolitan Enforce- 
ment Gtoup. 


Ted Elzerman, assistant superintend- 


ent of the Jollet laboratory, said the 
Maywood satellite will probably be start- 
ed a month after the Sheriff's Police 
building Is completed. The structure Is 
slated to be completed In January. 


The satellite facility will not start out 


as a full-service laboratory, but will spe- 
cialize on drug analysis and firearm and 
tool mark identification. 


THE SHERIFF'S spokesman said the 


department has planned to have its evi- 
dence technician section work closely 
with the new laboratory and technicians 
for suburban law enforcement agencies. 


Elzerman added that the location in 


Maywood would help case the load on the 
Jollet laboratory and be a shorter dis- 
tance for the Chicagoland area police de- 
partments to drive. 


He said the Jollet laboratory's case- 


load has Increased a lot this year and 
that in October the labs handled about 
500 cases. 


Drug cases appeared to be on the in- 


crease, Elzerman said, because during 
the first six months of 1973 48 per cent of 
the cases were drug-related while during 
the first six months of 1974 54 per cent of 
the cases Involved drugs.

Before you buy anything new for tho 


tree or house this year, take a careful 
taventory of closets and decorations 
you've packed away from former holi- 
days. Paper cups, cloth remnants and 
scraps of colored paper are often the be- 
ginnings of fashionable ornaments. And 
think of the boxes of old Christmas trims 
us nostalgia, not junk. 


A GROUP OF candles decked with hoi- 


ly or other greenery is one of the easiest 


ways to decorate coffee or hall tables. 
Scented candles cost no more than or- 
dinary ot.es and the aroma of pine or 
cinnamon adds a subtle fragrance to the 
house if the tree is artificial. If you have 
candles but want more festive colors, dip 
them In crayon-colored wax. Inexpensive 
ones can be mado in whatever scent or 
color you chooosc. 


Even a child can cover paper cups 


with old Christmas wrappings or cut-outs 
from cards. Cut a slit in the bottom and 
pull a red ribbon through with a jingle 
bell attached to tho other end and you 
have a bell. Hang them Individually on 
the tree or make a grouping adorned 
with more ribbon or pine cones and hang 
them on the door. They cost pennies to 
make but are no less festive. 


EILEEN JANSEN, district supervisor 


for Welcome Wagon, has little use for 
commercial decorations. As featured 
speaker, she recently shared her many 
Ideas for homemade decorations at a 
Prospect Heights Newcomers meeting. 


She believes that Christmas is the 


time for tradition. The whole house 
should reflect tho spirit of Christmas and 


for Mrs. Jansen this includes the bath- 
room and kitchen. Her ideas are simple, 
yet charming. All of them, she says, can 
be made in 30 minutes, or an evening. 


Interior doors are an ideal spot for 


decorations, said Mrs. Jansen. For ex- 
ample, use a wide velvet ribbon and dec- 
orate it with pine cones, greenery and 
ornaments. Glue short dowel rods on the 
back for stability and attach colored 
balls on each end of the rod for accents. 


THIS SAME IDEA can be used for a 


"different and-smashlng" banister deco- 
ration, said Mrs. Jansen. Make a shorter 
version of the ribbon door hanging and 
attach it to the ncwell post. Add beautiful 
net swags tucked wtyh holly and more 
velvet ribbon the length of the railing. 
Add a string of tiny lights and hang the 
decorated ribbon on the newell post. 


Wall hangings can be made in an eve- 


ning from scraps of material and old 
jewelry. The one Mrs. Jansen made was 
a stylized cutout of three wise men in 
glued-on felt robes bedecked with rhlne- 
stones. 


"Don't ever throw away old jewelry," 


cautioned Mrs. Jansen. It mokes a spar- 


kling addition to any number of orna- 
ments. Prepackaged kits are expensive 
and dismantled necklaces can be used In 
the same way on plastic foam balls or to 
add new sparkle to ornamerits that look 
drab or tattered. 


PLASTIC FOAM cones are the base 


for trees which can bo color coordinated 
to decorate any room of the house. Tin- 
sel, tiny ornaments, beads and holly can 
be attached with glue or straight pins. 


Simple plastic prisms can be used sing- 


ly as tree ornaments or attached to the 
cone trees as decorations. 


Inexpensive hardware cloth can also 


be used for trees. Cut a cone shape and 
wire it Into tho tree form. Add lights and 
the decorations of your choice. For the 
tree in her kitchen, Mrs. Jansen uses ar- 
tificial boxwood and gumdrops. She car- 
ries out tho gumdrop motif with a center- 
piece and candy filled glass jars. 


"Holiday decorations don't have to be 


perfect and professional," advised Mrs. 
Jansen. The charm of many holiday tra- 
ditions stems from natural designs. 
When you think of decorating this year, 
think simplicity and bring the true spirit 
of Christmas into your home.

In many Instances where a couple is 


contemplating divorce and has several 
grounds to choose from, they often prefer 
to use the one that is least likely to cause 
their family scandal or grief. 


For instance, in states where it is 


grounds for divorce, desertion is some- 
times a substitute for the charge of adul- 
tery. 


Desertion is defined as an act of for- 


saking, deserting or abandoning a person 
for whom one Is legally bound to provide, 
tuch as • husband or wife. On the face of 
It, tho definition appears to be simple 
enough, but actually It's loaded with "if, 
and, but" Implications. While it's true 
that usually the deserter is the one who 
leaves home, that's not necessarily so. 


Tho true meaning of desertion b a situ- 


ation in which a person withdraws from 
the marriage relationship. The courts 
say that • person is a deserter even if he 
or she has never left home. 


Recently a woman topped me on the 


street to tell me about her marital situ- 
ation which I pass on to you by way of 
explanation. 


"My husband and I haven't been get- 


ting along for some time," she said. 
"We've just about decided to end it all 
So the last time bo came home late, I 
wo-ildn't let Mm in. In fact, I just locked 
him out and now I'm going to sue him 
for divorce." 


• I explained to her that if she contin- 


ued to "lock him out" without justifica- 
tion (fear of her life, or not being able to 
find a place for her children and herself 
should she decide to move out first, 
etc.), he, not she, could file suit for di- 
vorce charging desertion. Of course, she 
had other grounds, but nevertheless she 
was shocked to find out that she was also 
giving her husband grounds for divorce! 


This situation and the following are 


what the courts call "constructive de- 
sertions." 


• After they are married, Ben takes 


his bride Sue to live in his parents' 


home. Although he has the means to pro- 
vide for his wife, be insists that they can 
all live together as one, big happy family 
even though he and his wife must live in 
a 10 by 12 attic bedroom. Two years of 
this is enough for Sue. She charges 
desertion, and they're divorced. ' 


• Then there are Mr. and Mrs. Jones 


who squabbled because she did not want 
to move to another state even though it' 
. meant Mr. Jones would'receive a'promo- 


Uon and double-salary.. After Us pleas 
fell repeatedly on deaf ears, Mr. Jones 
moved out charging Mrs. Jones with 
desertion. 


• But another member of the same 


company, Mr. Kaye moved at the same 
' time and .under similar circumstances. • 
Mrs. Kaye refused to join' her husband 
because she was asthmatic and the cli- 


-' mate of the state where they were to live 


would worsen her condition. Under these 
circumstances Mrs. Kaye has cause to 
plead desertion. 


• Suppose in another instance, Mr. 


and Mrs. Brown are living under the 
same roof, but Mrs. Brown refuses to 
live as man and wife. Does Mr. Brown 
have to agree to his brother-sister rela- 
tionship? No. Mrs. Brown is guilty of 
constructive desertion. Remember the 
definition? "Desertion is when a'person 
withdraws from the marital relation- 
ship." 
. • Now consider the case in which Joe 
T. decides to go off by himself, leaving 
his wife with the children and all the re- 
sponsibilities. 'However, a few months 
later, Joe becomes lonely, reconsiders, 
returns home and,begs forgiveness. *HIs 
wife sues lor divorce on the grounds of 
desertion.

Even if you had cards printed or 


engraved, you should personally sign 
any cards you're sending to relatives 
or close friends, Miss Walker notes. 


When signing a printed or engrav- 


ed card, the wife's name comes first 
— "Jane and Jim Brown." 


However, the signer writes the 


spouse's name first on cards without 
a printed or an engraved signature. 
For example, a wife would sign "Jim 
and Jane Brown." 


List children's names separately 


after parents' name to properly in- 
clude them In the signature. 


Unless a person with a title is your 


close friend, always address the card 
with the title — "Dr. and Mrs. John 
E. Jones." 


During periods of mourning, it's 


proper to, send Christmas cards. Af- 
ter a recent death, select your card 
with care. Avoid "Merry Christmas" 
and send one with "Season's Greet- 
ings." 


The display of Christmas cards on 


wall and mirrors adds a festive note 
to your decor. It flatters the sender, 
conveys how much you enjoy receiv- 
ing cards, and it's proper. 


You need not send a Christmas 


card for every one that you receive. 
Still, always return a Christmas card 
to a person you love, respect and ad- 
mire. In addition, return a card to 
anyone whose friendship you wish to 
cultivate.

Beat well and drop from a spoon •*• keep- 
ing cookies well apart — on greased tins. 
Allow batter to dry 10 hours. Then bake 
at 350 degrees for 12 to 15 minutes. Mrs. 
Baker describes them as "beautiful, 
crisp and tasty."

State employment offices to open 24 hours a day

The sinking economy and the rising 


unemployment rate will prompt Illinois 
State Employment Service offices to 
ktrp open their doors 24 hours a day 
statewide beginning next week, The Her- 
ald has learned. 


Gov. Daniel Walker will announce a 


statewide battle plan next Tuesday to 
c o m b a t unemployment titled "Hire 
Now." Press conferences arc scheduled 
in Chicago, Waukegan, Elgin, Aurora 
and Jollet. 


A spokesman in the governor's office 


said Tuesday there has been rising con- 


cern within the state administration over 
the accelrating unemployment rate in Il- 
linois and particularly in the Chicago 
araa. 


UNEMPLOYMENT IN Illinois has 


been lower than the national average, 
but that gap is beginning to close. Walk- 
er announced Nov. 6 that he would seek 
Increased unemployment benefits and 
improved employment services through 
the Illinois General Assembly. 


Details on the "Hire Now" campaign 


were not immediately available, but it 
appears the thrust of the programs will 
be to expand services mainly in Chicago. 


William Hunt, state employment ser- 


vice public affairs director, said he did 
not think the operations of the employ- 
ment service's DCS Pla'lnes office, which 
serves the Northwest suburbs, would be 
affected. 


"There will be no 24-hour service in 


DCS Plaines," Hunt said. "I'm not really 
even sure why the suburbs are included 
in this thin gexcept that there are a lot of 
employers In the suburbs who live In Chi- 
cago. 


"THE UNEMPLOYMENT problems 


arc mainly in the city — it's much less in 


the suburbs," Hunt continued. "In fact, if 
there are jobs anywhere, it's in the sub- 
urbs." 


Job orders from employers coming 


Into the DCS Plaines state employment 
office are down about 25 to 30 per cent, 
one official said. The office serves 19 
Chicago suburbs. 


Employment service officials in both 


Chicago and Springfield refused Tuesday 
to outline specifics of the "Hire Now" 
campaign or spell out precisely what ac- 
tion Walker will take to help ease the 
worsening unemployment situation in the 
state.

builders to make cash or land donations

opments. 


The park board will base Its request on 


a recent decision by a DuPage County 
Circuit Court judge that upheld a Napor- 
villo ordinance requiring cash or land do- 
nations from builders annexing large de- 
velopments to the village. The ruling Is 
expected to be appealed. 


The suit challenging Napcrvllle's law 


was filed by the Homo Builders Assn. of 
Greater Chicago and wveral builders 
with projects in that village. The builders 
say the ordinance creates double tax- 
ation in violation of the state and federal 
constitutions because taxpayers who pur- 
chase the homes pay for I ho donation 
through higher home prices. 
t 


"I think the village should look Into 
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adopting something like this for our com- 
munity," said Comr. Lorraine Lark. "The 
Napcrvlllc ordinance has been given 
some teeth by the court's decision and I 
tlilnk now Is the time to consider It." 


PARKS SUPT. David Phillips said 


Tuesday the park district has not pushed 
for such an ordinance or resolution In the 
past because the matter was pending in 
court. 
. , 


"I've been in favor of a Naperville ordi- 


nance for a long time," Phillips said. 
"However, there have been difficulties 
because it has been In litigation. Our 
board and other park boards did not 
want to jump on tho bandwagon until the 
court determined whether the ordinance 
was constitutional." 


Because the court supported the ordi- 


nance, Phillips said the park district will 
bo more confident In working for a sim- 
ilar policy in Wheeling. He said, how- 
ever, there will be some uncertainty until 
a decision Is reached on tho appeal. 


"I can't speak for the pork board, but I 


don't think we'll act In haste on this mat- 
ter," Phillips said. "I think a lot of 
things will have to be considered and 
that tho park board and village board 
ulll havo to work together."

Village Pres. Charles Zettek acknowledged he has been in 


contact with officials of the Chicago Cougars about using the 
arena for the team's hockey games.

cate, but added: "We arc anxious to be in an Involvement as 
toon u possible." 


Zettek said (he Elk Grove Village arena could be used by 


the Cougars, "however, that'a only about 50 days of use a 
year.

"However, I am not a marketing expert and that's why we 


plan to seek a professional study — to determine the best use 
of the property." 


Zettek said ho sees a stadium-convention center complex as 


the most likely uses for the newly-acquired property. "The 
prime, but not the only use of the land would be as a multi- 
purpose arena and convention center to serve the whole 
Northwest suburban area," he said. Other possible uses in- 
clude a public works building and major water-storage reser- 
voir.

but that gap is beginning to close. Walk- 
er announced Nov. 6 that he would seek 
increased unemployment benefits and 
improved employment services through 
the Illinois General Assembly.

soon as possible." 


Zottck said the Elk Grove Village arena could be used by 


the Cougars, "however, that's only about 50 days of use a 
>car. I see an arena in this area as the homo for concerts, 
clrciscs and community events. 


"However, I am not a marketing expert and that's why we 


plan to seek a professional study — to determine the best use 
of the property." 


Zettck said he sees a stadium-convention center complex as

AFTER IT WAS noted the proposal

Janitor not without friends 
Town Square tenants trying 
to save building chief's job

Newman Black, 54, a building superin- 


tendent at the Town Square apartments, 
expects to be out of a job Saturday . . . 
but be won't be without friends. 


The people he's served for five years 


at the building, 220 S. Roselle Rd., 
Schaumburg, have petitioned to save 
Black from being dismissed. Fifty-two of 
76 tenants have signed the petitions, 
many adding praise for Black, the job he 
does and the concern he has shown for 
them. 


Eugene Matanky, the building's new 


owner, said, "We don't fire people be- 
cause they do a job," adding, an esti- 
mated $500,000 b being spent to upgrade 
the complex and new provisions for 
maintenance of the building have al- 
ready been made. 


The residents say Black has done his 


job and more. 


"Mr. Black has always been pleasant, 


cooperative and prompt whenever I have 
needed service," said Josephine Davis. 
"He knows the building and its Idiosyn- 
crasies. New managers like to bring help 
from their former positions with them, 
but we the tenants want Mr. Black." 


ANOTHER TENANT. Sylvia J. Chim- 


bidb, said she would, ."Distrust a man- 
agement that could disregard years of 
dedicated service, that could discard a 


man of Integrity, that could destroy the 
feeling of 'home* and 'family' (Black es- 
tablished)." 


George Clary said Black has "a vast 


knowledge of everything concerning the 
, 


safty of the tenants" and solves prob- 
lems causing "as little inconvenience as 
possible to the tenant." 


The petition states Black's dismissal is 


unwarranted, that allegations of negli- 
gence are unfounded and untrue and that 
he Is very capable and caring. 


"Newman Black is the building," the 


statement concludes. 


BLACK SAID HE appreciates what the 


tenants are doing on his behalf, but does 
not feel their efforts will do much good. 
A representative from the janitors' union 
was supposed to investigate the situation 
Tuesday but Black did not feel encour- 
aged about the outcome. 


The residents' effort will not slop, said 


Richard Ukena, who said the group has 
contacted a lawyer who so far has only 
been able to advise them they can't 
break their leases. 


A representative of the new owner met 


with tenants Sunday. 


THE REASON FOR Black's dismissal 


has changed from time to time, Ukena 
said. The tenants believe it's just a ques- 
tion of new management wanting new 
people, he said.

"They're getting a crew of people to do 


Newman's job. That's what we don't un- 
derstand," Ukena said. 


Under the new operation there'll be a 


maintenance man living in the building 
who will only clean. If something needs 
repair or something like an elevator 
breaks down, tenants will have to call for 
outside help. 


The difference b that Black was .al- 


ways there to help and didn't know any 
limitations to his job, Ukena said.

The sinking economy and the rising 


unemployment rate will prompt Illinois 
Stalo Employment Service offices to 
keep open their doors 24 hours a day 
statewide beginning next week, The Her- 
ald has learned. 


Gov. Daniel Walker will announce a 


statewide battle plan next Tuesday to 
c o m b a t unemployment titled "Hire 
Now." Press conferences arc scheduled 
In Chicago, Waukcgan, Elgin, Aurora 
and Jollct. 


A spokesman in the governor's office 


said Tuesday there has been rising con- 


cern within the state administration over 
the accelratlng unemployment rate in Il- 
linois and particularly in the Chicago 
araa. 


UNEMPLOYMENT IN Illinois has 


been lower than the national average, 
but that gap is beginning to close. Walk- 
er announced Nov. 6 that he would seek 
increased unemployment benefits and 
improved employment services through 
the Illinois General Assembly. 


Details on the "Hire Now" campaign 


were not immediately available, but it 
appears the thrust of the programs will 
be to expand services mainly In Chicago. 


William Hunt, state employment ser- 


vice public affairs director, said he did 
not think the operations of the employ- 
ment service's Des Plalnes office, which 
serves the Northwest suburbs, would be 
affected. 


"There will be no 24-hcur service in 


DCS Plalnes," Hunt said. "I'm not really 
even sure why the suburbs are included 
in this thin gexeept that there are a lot of 
employers in the suburbs who live In Chi- 
cago. 


"THE UNEMPLOYMENT problems 


are mainly in the city — it's much less in 


the suburbs," Hunt continued. "In fact, if 
there are jobs anywhere, it's in the sub- 
urbs."

said Tuesday there has been rising con- 


cern within the state administration over 
the accelrating unemployment rate in Il- 
linois and particularly in the Chicago 
araa. 


UNEMPLOYMENT IN Illinois' has 


been lower than the national average, 
tat that gap is beginning to close. Walk- 
er announced Nov. 6 that he would seek 
increased unemployment benefits • and 
Improved employment services through 
the Illinois General Assembly. 


Details on the "Hire Now" campaign 


were not Immediately available, but it 
appears the thrust of the programs will 
be to expand services mainly In Chicago. 


William Hunt, state employment scr-.

Elk Grove Village planning sports stadium 


Arena could lure Cougars hockey team out of amphitheater and into suburb

Elk Grove Village officials are laying the groundwork for a 


major sports stadium, possibly for the Chicago Cougars, on a 
38-acrc site at the northeast corner of Busse and Landmeier 
roads. 
, 


The village completed negotiations Tuesday to buy the land 


for $1.7 million and Tuesday night hired the Chicago account- 
Ing firm of Peat, Marwick, Mitchell and Co. to analyze the 
marketing and economic potential of the property. 


Village Prea. Charles Zettek acknowledged he has been in 


contact with officials of the Chicago Cougars about using the 
arena for the team's hockey games. 


IIAGGERTY SAID THE club has not decided where to relo- 


cate, but added: "We are anxious to be In an Involvement as 
soon as possible." 


Zettek Mid the Elk Grave Village arena could be used by 


the Cougars, "however, that's only about SO days of use. a 
year. I see an arena in this area as the home for concerts, 
circuses and community events. 


"However, I am not a marketing expert and that's why we 


plan to seek a professional study — to determine the best use 
of the property." 


Zettek said he sees a stadium-convention center complex as 


the most likely uses for the newly-acquired property. "The 
prime, but not the only use of the land would be as a multi- 
purpose arena and convention center to serve the whole 
Northwest suburban area," he said. Other possible uses in- 
clude a public works building and major water-storage reser- 
voir. 


"THEY WERE INTERESTED, of course, In the possibility 


of an Elk Grove Village facility," he said, "however, I cannot 
see how It could help them out of their present dilemma. It 
would take us over a year to build a sports'arena and they 
need a place to play right now." 


Michael Haggerty, a spokesman for the Cougars, described 


Elk Grove Village as "certainly a great site" and said it is 
among many the club has considered. 


The Cougars earlier expressed interest in sites in Palatine, 


Mount Prospect and Scbaumburg, eventually settling for 


property in Rosemont. The club's plans in Roscmont, how- 
ever, have since fallen through, and Cougar owners are seek- 
ing $13 .million in .damages from'the village and others In- 
volved in the agreement to build the arena there. 


The village board-Tuesday night Instructed'Village Atty. 


Edward Hofert to prepare ordinances to annex the property 
to the village. 


THE COST OF THE land is expected to come from budg- 


eted funds for land acquisition. The village's $13 million budg- 
et includes a $4 million appropriation for land acquisition, 
which was responsible for an S3 per cent Jump from* the 
previous corporate fund total. 


Zettek said '-'nobody is going to rush into anything. The land

Schaumburg resident recalls torture after receiving bravery award 


SIX YEARS AFTER. Richard Rogala 
of Schaumburg proudly displays his 


modal for refusing to bow to the de- 
mands of the captors of the Pueblo.

. Richard Rogala of Schaumburg highly 
treasures the U.S. Navy medal recently 
awarded him for his courage in refusing 
to Kowtow to his North Korean captors in 
the Pueblo Incident six years ago. 


But Rogala, 27, firmly believes his old 


skipper, Cmdr. Lloyd Buchcr, should 
have shared In the glory bestowed upon 
him and 77 other fellow crewmatcs. 
Bucher was one of the five members of 
the U.S.S. Pueblo who was not awarded 
a decoration in connection with the ship's' 
ill-fated journey in January 1968. 


"I was disappointed to learn that Buch- 


cr didn't get some kind of medal. He was 
the one that started the Hawaiian greet- 
ing sign," Rogala said. "Being the com- 
mander, he started this,stuff to help keep 
up morale." 
, - 


After the 83 members of the Pueblo 


were captured, the North Koreans were 
told a gesture with only the middle fin- 
ger extended was .a greeting, but became 
enraged when they learned from Ameri- 
can magazines *it was a "universal sign 
of derision and contempt." 
, 


ItOGALA, WHO lives at 237 Whidah Ct. 


with his wife, Patricia, and 3-year-old 
daughter Cassandra, said 'he was sur- 
prised at the reception he received in 
Forest Park about a week ago when 
awarded the Navy Commendation Medal,, 
one of the Navy's highest honors. He 
added that someone called him earlier 
asking if he wanted his decoration 
mailed to him or if he wanted to pick it 
up. "It was the first time I had heard 
about it," he recalled. And when he 
showed up at Forest Park, he wondered 
why so many, cars were parked at the 
Naval reserve center. 
% 


"It just sort of died out the last couple 


years," Rogala said/ "Then this hap- 
pened." 


Since his return from the beatings and 


torture in North Korea, Rogala has been 
graduated from'college and taken a job, 
as promotion allowance coordinator fbr- 
Natlonal Foods in Rosemont. He has 
lived in Schaumburg since August 1973. 
He had been in the Naval reserve and 
was in active duty for about four months 
before the incident. 


ROGALA HAS told his story many 


times and each event of his 11 months in 


captivity Is embedded hi his memory — 
the time his teeth were loosened by a 
guard, being beaten and bis 25-pound 
drop in weight resulting from a constant 
diet of rice, turnips and stale bread. 


The Pueblo was captured Jan. 23,1968, 


in the Sea of Japan off Korea's east 
coast U.S. officials said the ship was In 
international waters while Korea insisted 
It was within its 12-mile territorial limit. 
The crew members release came Dec. 
-22, 1968, only after the United States is- 
sued a "confession" and "apology." 


The one thing that stands out for Ro- 


gala for the 11-month period was "Hell 
. Week." Rogala recalled the harsh treat- 
ment following the captors' realizing 
they had been made to "look foolish In 
the eyes of the world" because they did 
not know the Hawaiian greeting sign was 
a derogatory gesture. 


The prisoners were forced to sit with 


their chins pressed against their chests 
for about nine hours, and some of them 
fainted. If they moved their heads, they 
would get a savage beating from the 
guards. 


"Then all of a sudden it stopped, and 


we knew we had a chance of going 
home," Rogala recalled. "It went from 
hell on earth to heaven on earth. 


"We knew we'd get back, but the thing 


you couldn't accept was when you'd get 
back." 


I N S O L E N C E WAS the prisoner's 


gnme. When ordered to write letters 
derogatory to the United States under the 
threat of physical harm, the prisoners 
would compose the letters in American 
slang or in such an obviously sarcastic 
way to get them past Korean censors 
and make Americans realize the pres- 
sure involved. 


In connection with their capture, Ro- 


gala said not much attention was paid to 
the circling ships. "Everyone started 
seeing ships coming around. Everyone 
thuught it was a joke and that they would 
just tell us to move away. We never 
knew until there were five ships and two 
planes that they meant business." 


The Pueblo still Is in North Korea. 


"They told us they were going to use it 
as a museum," Rogala said.

soon as possible." 


Zettek *oid the Elk Grove Village arena could be used by 


the Cougars, "however, that'n only about 80 days of use a 
year. I *e« an arena in this area as the home for concerts, 
circuses and community events. 


"However, I am not a marketing expert and that's why we 


plan to seek a professional study — to determine the best use 
of the property." 


Zettek said he sees a stadium-convention center complex as 


the most likely uses for the newly-acquired property. "The 
prime, but not the only use of the land would be as a multi- 
purpose arena and convention center to serve the whole 
Northwest suburban area," he said. Other possible uses In- 
clude a public works building and major water-storage reser- 
voir.
